Grayling 


The City of Grayling Ordains: 
Section J.. General. 
Every consumer, owner, oc- 


cupant or person_in charge or 
contro] of any premises shall be 
subject to the provisions of this 
ordinance and such other rules 
as the City of Grayling may 
adopt. 


Section 2. Terms and Defini- 


tions: gets to ee - 
The following terms are herein 
defined: Service, service pipe, 


superintendent, premises, plumb- 
ing, watermain, established 
rslreet grade, meter, curb cock, 
street_portion, —consumers' 


CHE, GRAYLING, MICHIGAN, THURSDAY, 


meter or service box. 

No. person shall place.or 3uffcr 
to be placed any device which 
shall allow water to be used 
which does not pass through the 
meter. 

Persons not the owners of pro- 
perty on which service is desired 
may be required to execute an 
application for service jointly 
with the owner, binding both 
parties to the payment of all 
rates and charges, or such _ per- 
sons may be required to place a 
deposit in the amount determin- 
ed by the Council, with the Me- 
partment of Water Supply. 

All right, title and ownership 
of the meter shall be vested in 
the City. 

The Department shall read all 
meters periodically as directed 
by the Couneil and render state- 
-ment.for the amount due forth- 
with. mean 

Section 6. Maintenance of Ser- 
vice. 

Every consumer shall, at his 
own expense, keep in repair the 
Consumer's portion of the ser- 
vice. If such service is not kept 
in repair the Superintendent of 
Water Supply may shut off the 
water from the premises. 

Repairs to the street portion 
of the service shall be made by 


The cost of these repairs will be 
borne by the Department. 

Section 7. Access to Property: 

The officers and employees of 
the Department of Water Supply 
shait have access-to the consum- 
ers’ premises for the purpose of 
insnecting pipes connected with 
the water supply system. In case 
such entry is denied the Super- 
intendent may turn off the water 
from the premises. 

No person-sheat-obstruct access 
to any shut-off, -curb stop or 
water meter.

A Shrine To 


“King Pine ° (By J. Wellington Bumsted) 


A shrine to “King Pine” and 
the early lumbermen of Mich- 
igan has been constructed in 
Hartwick Pines State Park north- 
east of Grayling in the form of 
a typical lumberman’s camp, 
containing replicas of a camp 
mess hall, kitchen and workshop. 

The buildings are of log con- 

struction and were built by CCC 
min urser authorization of the 
National Parks Service and the 
Department of Conservation. The 
Parks Division of the Depart- 
ment intends to maintain them as 
a logging-camp museum and is 
desirous of obtaining relics of the 
lumbering industry for exhibi- 
tion. - 
Old lumbermen of Michigan 
are asked by W. J. Kingscott, 
state park superintendent, to 
make contributions ‘to the mu- 
seum. Among the articles being 
sought are: Typical old cooking 
utensils, logging toals, ‘such as 
saws, peavies, axes, pike poles, 
skidding tongs. leather bellows, 
watering sleighs, four-foot din- 
ner horns and camp heating 
stoves and cooking ranges. 

Any article which may com- 
monly have. been found in the 
early lumber camps would be 
gratefully received, Mr. King- 
scott said. 

The museum is unique in Mich- 
igan-in-that- the buildings were 
designed and built after the 
plans of a typical logging camp 
and already contain many old 
relics.
